A  NEW   YEAR'S  MORNING. 
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PERPETUAL  ALMANAC,  OLD  AND  NEW  STYLE. 
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Explanation.— The  upper  portion  of  the  table  shows  the  days  of  the  month  which 
occur  on  the  same  day  of  the  week  as  the  first  of  January.  Next  below  are  the  week 
days  arranged  in  horizontal  rows  opposite  the  different  centuries  of  the  Christian  era, 
which  are  represented  by  numbers,  arranged  on  the  left  hand,  for  Old  Style,  and  on 
the  right  hand,  for  New  Style.  The  lower  part  of  the  table  shows  the  years  of  each 
century  arranged  under  the  week  days  belonging  to  it,  on  which  they  respectively 
commence.  Thus  the  37th  year  of  the  10th  Century,  or  937,  commenced  on  Sunday, 
for  that  is  the  week  day  opposite  Century  10,  which  is  found  above  the  number  37. 
Leap  years  are  printed  twice,  the  second  time  in  heavier  type.  For  the  months  of 
January  and  February  take  the  day  above  the  Roman  number,  for  the  other  months 
that  above  the  full  face  number.  On  the  week  day  thus  found,  will  fall  the  days  of 
the  month  contained  in  the  upper  part  of  the  table.  By  taking  the  nearest  of  them  to 
the  date  given,  you  can  readily  find  from  thence  the  week  day  sought.

ECLIPSES,  1889. 


In  the  year  1889  there  will  be  five  eclipses,  three  of  the  Sun  and  two 

of  the  Moon: 

I.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  January  1,  visible  to  the  larger  portions 
of  North  America  and  North  Pacific  Ocean. 

II.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  January  16-17.  Visible  more  or 
less  to  the  world  generally,  except  to  Asia  and  Australia. 

III.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  June  28.  Visible  to  the  southern 
half  of  Africa,  extreme  southern  Asia,  and  the  Indian  Ocean. 

IV.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  July  12.  Visible  more  or  less  to 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australia,  and  Atlantic  and  Indian  Oceans. 

V.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  December  22.  Visible  to  the  northern 
half  of  South  America  and  the  most  of  Africa. 


NEXT  to  the  Sun,  which  gives  us  light  and  heat,  and  sustains  all 
forms  of  life  on  the  Earth's  surface,  the  Moon  is  of  most  import- 
<yt&o    ance;  for  it  is  the  Moon  which  lights  us  by  night,  causes  the  tides 


*  and  makes  eclipses  possible,  and  by  reason  of  her  comparative 
▼  nearness  and  apparently  larger  size,  enlists  our  interest  and 
creates  a  desire  in  most  minds  to  learn  more  about  her.  The 
Moon,  as  most  persons  know,  like  the  Earth,  is  a  dark,  cold  globe;  yet, 
unlike  the  earth,  is  apparently  without  water  on  her  surface,  without 
an  atmosphere,  soil  or  vegetation.  The  Moon's  diameter  is  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  sixty  miles,  while  her  mean  distance  from  the 
Earth  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  thousand  miles;  and  being  the 
Earth's  satellite  or  attendant  orb,  she  makes  with  the  Earth  the  annual 
circuit  in  the  heavens  around  the  Sun.  In  addition,  the  Moon  has 
two  rotations  of  her  own,  the  first  being  once  in  every  twenty-seven 
and  one-third  days  around  her  axis  (as  a  spinning  wheel  revolves 
around  its  hub),  and  the  second  rotation  once  around  the  Earth  in  the 
same  time,  also  from  new  Moon  to  new  Moon  in  every  twenty-nine 
and  one-half  days — the  latter  constituting  her  month. 

Sources  of  wonderment  and  interest  in  the  Moon  are  her  apparently 
regular  variations  in  shape — or  "phases,"  as  they  are  called;  and  yet 
of  the  millions  of  human  beings  who  nightly  view  these  regularly  vary- 
ing shapes,  how  very  few  comparatively  have  any  opportunity  to  study 
their  character  or  to  learn  their  causes.  To  help  such  as  these,  the 
following  explanation  is  given: 

First — That  the  Moon  possesses  no  light  whatever  of  her  own,  and 
shines  only  by  reflecting  a  part  of  the  light  which  she  receives  from 
the  Sun,  in  precisely  the  same  manner  that  a  looking-glass,  when  held 
in  the  Sun's  rays,  will  reflect  the  light  that  thus  falls  upon  it. 

Second — That  one  or  the  other  of  her  hemispheres  always  faces  the 
Sun  and  is  fully  lighted,  the  other,  for  the  time  being,  remaining  in 
darkness. 

Third — That  it  is  only,  as  we  obtain  a  view,  partial  or  full,  of  her 
sun-lighted  face  that  we  are  able  to  see  her  at  all. 

Fourth — The  phase  or  apparent  shape  of  the  Moon  is  determined 
solely  by  the  part  of  her  sun-lighted  hemisphere  which  her  position  at 
the  time  permits  us  to  see. 

The  new  Moon,  which  is  the  first  phase  or  change  in  the  shape 
of  the  Moon  in  the  new  year,  occurs  on  January  1st.  At  that  time 
her  place  in  the  heavens  will  be  in  a  straight  line  between  the 
Earth  and  Sun,  her  hemisphere  next  to  the  Sun  be  fully  lighted, 
and  that  next  to  the  Earth  in  darkness;  and,  as  both  the  Sun  and 
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Moon  will  rise  and  set  together  and  be  above  the  Earth's  horizon  at 
the  same  time,  the  Moon — lost  in  the  effulgent  daylight  of  the  Sun — 
will  set  unseen.  The  Moon  on  the  next  day,  will  have  reached  a  posi- 
tion at  its  close  in  which — being  an  hour's  time  above  the  Sun  and  the 
horizon  at  sunset — we  will  be  enabled,  looking  westward,  and  under 
her  orb,  to  see  a  little  part  of  her  sun-turned  face,  appearing  in  the 
shape  of  a  thin  crescent  of  silvery  light  with  its  horns  pointing  east- 
ward, the  latter  telling  us  that  it  is  the  waxing  or  increasing  new  Moon 
that  we  see.  The  next  day's  travel  will  bring  her  where  she  will  be 
a  little  more  than  two  hours  time  above  the  Sun  and  horizon  at  sun- 
set, and  this  greater  change  in  position  will  permit  us  to  look  farther 
under  her  orb  and  see  a  larger  section  of  her  illuminated  hemisphere, 
which  will  again  appear  as  the  crescent  of  light,  but  broadened  in 
the  middle. 

To  fix  the  theory  of  the  changes  more  strongly  in  your  mind,  try  the 
following  experiment:  Hold  your  right  hand  out  at  nearly  arm's-length 
between  your  face  and  a  lighted  candle  placed  to  the  west,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  prevent  you  seeing  the  blaze,  at  the  same  time  take  an 
apple  in  your  left  hand,  hold  it  out  also,  but  at  a  shorter  distance  than 
your  right  hand,  yet  slightly  to  the  left  and  an  inch  or  two  above  the 
latter.  In  this  position  the  rays  of  light  from  the  candle,  streaming 
upward  and  toward  you  from  behind  your  right  hand  and  striking  on 
the  lower  and  right-hand  edge  of  the  apple,  will  cause  you  to  see  on 
the  apple  a  thin  shining  crescent  of  light,  which  you  will  at  once  recog- 
nize as  just  the  shape,  horns  and  all,  of  the  new  Moon. 

The  Moon's  return  journey  will  be  simply  a  continuation  of  her  cir- 
cular movement  around  our  Earth,  passing  from  her  position  at  the 
eastern  horizon  at  her  full,  underneath  the  Earth,  to  her  original  posi- 
tion in  the  western  horizon  at  the  new  Moon.  Her  motion  being  thus 
apparently  changed  from  an  easterly  to  a  westerly  direction,  all  her 
phases  will  also  be  reversed,  and  instead,  therefore,  of  being  the  wax- 
ing, she  will  be  the  waning  or  decreasing  Moon. — Selected.

EXPLANATION  OF  SIGNALS. 
VlUMBBR  3  always  refers  to  temperature;  when  placed  above  it  indicates  warmer 
J  *  weather;  when  placed  below  it  indicates  colder  weather;  when  not  displayed,  the 
indications  arc  that  the  temperature  will  remain  stationary,  or  that  the  change  in 
temperature  will  not  vary  hve  degrees  from  the  temperature  of  the  same  hour  of  the 
preceding  day.  Number  4  indicates  the  approach  of  a  sudden  and  decided  fall  in  tem- 
perature. This  signal  is  usually  ordered  at  least  twenty-four  hours  in  advance  of  the 
cold  wave.  It  is  not  displayed  unless  a  temperature  of  forty-five  degrees  or  lower  is 
expected.    When  number  4  is  displayed,  number  3  is  always  omitted. 

Interpretation  of  Displays. 
No.  1,  alone,  indicates  fair  weather,  stationary  temperature. 
No.  2,  alone,  indicates  rain  or  snow,  stationary  temperature. 

No.  1,  with  No.  3  below  it,  indicates  fair  weather,  colder;  above  it,  warmer  weather. 
No.  a,  with  No.  3  above  it,  indicates  warmer  weather,  below  it,  colder  weather,  rain 
or  snow. 

No.  1,  with  No.  4  below  it,  indicates  fair  weather,  cold  wave. 

No.  3,  with  Nos.  1  and  2  below  it,  indicates  warmer,  fair  weather,  followed  by  rain 
or  snow.

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USEFUL  POSTAL  INFORMATION. 


Rates  of  Postage. — First  Class. — Letters  and  all  other  written  mat- 
ter, whether  sealed  or  unsealed,  and  all  other  matter  fastened  in  any  man- 
ner so  that  it  cannot  be  easily  examined,  two  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction 
thereof.    All  mail  matter  must  be  fully  prepaid. 

Second  Class. — All  newspapers  or  periodicals  which  are  published  at 
least  four  times  a  year,  may  be  mailed  in  bulk  at  two  cents  per  pound, 
if  sent  by  the  publisher  or  a  news  agent  ;  when  mailed  by  any  other  per- 
son one  cent  for  four  ounces  or  fraction  thereof. 

Third  Class. — Printed  matter,  in  unsealed  wrappers  only  (all  matter 
inclosed  in  notched  envelopes  must  pay  letter  rates),  one  cent  for  each 
two  ounces  or  fraction  thereof.  This  includes  books,  circulars,  chromos, 
engravings,  hand  bills,  lithographs,  music,  pamphlets,  proof-sheets  and 
manuscript  accompanying  the  same,  reproductions  by  the  electric  pen« 
hektograph,  or  any  reproduction  upon  paper  by  any  process  except  hand- 
writing and  matter  produced  by  the  type-writer,  caligraph  and  similar 
processes.    Limit,  4  lbs.;  a  single  book  may  weigh  more. 

Fourth  Class. — All  mailable  matter  not  included  in  the  three  preced- 
ing classes  (including  cards,  circulars,  printed  wrapping  paper,  bill-heads, 
etc.,  when  sent  in  bulk  as  merchandise)  so  prepared  for  mailing  as  to  be 
easily  examined.    Rate,  one  cent  per  ounce.    Limit,  4  lbs. 

Permissible  Writing. — No  writing  is  permitted  on  the  third  or  fourth 
class  matter  except  the  name  and  address  of  sender  on  the  outside  or  in- 
side of  package,  preceded  by  the  word  "from,"  together  with  the  names 
and  number  of  articles  inclosed.  A  passage  in  a  book  or  paper  to  which 
special  attention  is  desired.  A  simple  inscription  or  dedication  may  be 
written  in  a  book  or  pamphlet.  There  may  be  attached  to  articles  of 
merchandise,  by  tag  or  label  a  mark,  number,  name,  or  letter  for  purpose 
of  identification.  Printed  circulars  may  contain  the  written  name  of  the 
sender,  or  of  the  addressee,  and  the  date.  Any  other  writing  subjects  the 
package  to  letter  rates,  and  the  sender  to  a  fine  of  $10. 

Postal  Notes. — Postal  Notes  are  issued  for  any  sum  under  five  dollars. 
The  fee  is  three  cents.  The  notes  must  be  presented  for  payment  within 
three  months  from  the  last  day  of  the  month  of  issue. 


Rates  of  Postage  to  Canada. — The  Dominion  of  Canada  embraces 
British  North  American  Provinces  except  Newfoundland. 
Usual  Matter. — Same  rates  and  conditions  as  within  the  United 
States,  except  that  merchandise  is  excluded.    Samples  of  merchandise 
are  mailable,  not  to  exceed  eight  ounces,  postage  of  ten  cents  each.
